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Verse 15 (2): The mention of the enmity of some of one's wives and children concerns that of 
a natural and continual state of affairs. Sometimes the children fall astray as a result of 
wrong upbringing. I constantly receive letters in which the parents write that their children 
have grown up to deviate onto the wrong paths. They ask what they should do. They should 
do what the Promised Messiah (peace be upon him) has prescribed in the light of these verses 
and that is not to be forceful with them because force would result in their becoming your 
enemies. Y * ['so beware of them'] generally concerns one's children. It says 'O 
Believers! Some of your wives and children are your enemies'. Accordingly, wives are also 
trained. If the wife or husband sees something undesirable in the other they should pardon it 
and ignore it. One should place one's trust in Allah in bringing up one's children and take 
care of them, lest they fall victim to wrongdoing as a result of your pressuring them. If you 
forgive and ignore then Allah Almighty also forgives. Do not base your upbringing upon 
your cleverness and your might because He forgives you through pardon. Trust in God 
because they will only be reformed if He wills so and not otherwise. 

After this verse Number 16 includes financial contributions. Human life is only formed of 
these 3 aspects so it should be remembered that wealth can also be a cause for concern. 

[A questioner asked referring to a previous 'Tarjumatul Quran' about the Third World War and 
whether it could have some relation to the year 2000]. 

I am receiving many similar questions from worried people. What I had stated before in the 
commentary of a Surah of The Holy Quran was in the light of the situation in Pakistan. As 
far as the Third World War and its Atomic position is concerned there is not a jot of doubt 
about the fact that it is an event which is set to occur. It is not an event which can be averted. 
Although tribulations can be averted but Surah Ta Ha mentions in detail the causes that 
would result in this war being inflicted. Its final purpose is to allow the Holy Prophet and 
Islam to triumph over the other religions. There seems no other possibility for Islam and for 
Muhammad the Prophet of Allah to be triumphant without this great disaster and the breaking 
down of their pride so I say that although disasters can be averted but then this purpose would 
not be fulfilled if these disasters were to be averted. Islam is certain to triumph so the Third 
World War can start at any time as has been predicted. This is reported not only in Surah Ta 
Ha because the Atomic warfare has also been mentioned in Surah al-Dukhan and Surah al- 
Humazah as well as in many other Surahs. It cannot be without purpose that the Almighty 
God has reported this so many times so it is certainly bound to happen. 

As far as what I had said with reference to Pakistan is concerned I had said so because the 
Maulvis [clergy] of Pakistan and the political representatives of Pakistan who are their 
puppets are increasing in their vehemence and opposition to Ahmadiyya out of their personal 
greed and the Surah to which I had previously referred mentions that when such people do 
not desist the Almighty God grabs them and annihilates their townships. This is another 


subject. This second part allows for some leeway for people to reform themselves or that 
Allah Almighty may avert this part in answer to the prayers of the Community. This is 
another aspect distinct from the first which currently concerns Pakistan or certain other 
countries where this opposition is on the increase by the day. In this regard when we pray 
that Allah may shatter the leaders of the persecutors into pieces we do in accordance with the 
teaching of The Holy Quran and the prayers of the Holy Prophet and the prayers of the 
Promised Messiah and his revelations. So that He may shatter them into pieces, and destroy 
such as are responsible for destroying the nation. In spite of this one's heart would never 
wish for Allah to mete out the treatment to the Pakistani villages that he has to certain 
townships in the past which are mentioned in the Quran. 

Some people worryingly write that they have expended so much wealth in trade and 
commerce there. That if I instruct them they would sell up and leave the country. I tell them 
they should not do so under any circumstances because we also pray that Allah may if 
possible heed our prayers and change the situation so that the towns of our country can be 
saved along with your businesses. If God forbid this is not to happen then you should keep in 
mind whatever alternative measures can be taken. I cannot say any more than this. 
Alternative measures have been taken to mean international investment of businesses. If this 
is done the whole country would be engulfed in a dangerous Panic and whatever little is 
saved would also go to waste. So although it is logical to invest somewhere where it can be 
easily transferred and utilised if the situation arises I can never advise such a transfer because 
this would serve to further ruin the state of affairs in Pakistan. Regarding alternative 
measures, during the Second World War many people had removed their assets to safer 
ground by investing them in such things as gold, diamonds and art. It is upto the individual 
Businessman as to how much of his assets he wishes to invest in a way where it is possible to 
escape with it quickly. 

The war will certainly happen but could be sooner with regards to its being a cause for the 
triumph of Islam. The Promised Messiah says that it is possible that we would not have to 
wait for 300 years for the final triumph of Islam and it is possible that it would be even 
sooner than 200 years. This suggests that after the first century certain events would occur 
with such speed that it would impact the whole world. The year 2000 has an importance in 
this relation. Secondly I am also repeatedly reminding the Community not to enter the next 
century in a way that our evil opponents would have their heads raised and our heads would 
be lowered. Enter the next century with heads raised glorifying Allah in gratitude to His 
blessings so that these Maulvis would have their heads hung in shame and misery. 
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
